He fell on the 
square from which he started, A letter re- 
ceived here to-day gives the following de- 
tails of the accident : ‘* Whon fully a half 
a mile from the earth, and when the whole 
structure looked no larger than a hogshead 
the balloon slipped hetween the ropes and 
was instantly inverted. The car and occu- 
pant dropped like a shot with the most 
terrific velocity, the unfortunate man 
clinging to the basket. That he was con- 
scious was evident from his struggles. With 
all the intensity of life he sought ,to raise 
thu basket above him, evidently hoping to 
use it asa parachute, He succeeded in his 
object; but when about 100 feet high ho 
loosed his hold, folded his hands and arms 
before his face, and his feet first struck the 
ground with a dull, heavy thud. Then en- 
sued a panic and uproar in the crowded 
multitude. Women fainted, strong men 
wept, and the canvass came flying over tho 
crowd like a huge bird. Some one cried 


with crushiuy force. Then the cry was 
taken up and a genera! rush made for 
safety, in which many. were more or less 
injured. La Mountain was crushed into a 
literal pulp. A medical examination dis- 
closed the fact that hardly a whole bone was 
left. Many were ground and splintered to 
powder, His jaws fell upon his arms and 
were pulverized, and the blood spurted 
from his mouth and cars. Tho corpse was 
laid out ond placed on tho public square, 
where it was viewed by thousands during 
the afternoon, and was sent home, to 
Brooklyn, Michigan, the following day.

It has long been a subject of complaint 
among Canadian dairymen that while much of 
the butter made here can tako rank with the 
best produced onthe continent, the reputation 
of Canadian butter abroad is, to say the least, 
indifferent ; and in the English market it sel- 

realizes the valuo of a first-class article, 

The cause of this is not te be sought among 

the dairy managers, of whom some are good, 

some indifferent, some bad, like the professors 
of other crafts, but among the buyers and 
kers, Most of \these pack all their butter 
hor, good and bad; many of thom pack it 
very badly and in cousequence it reaches the 
ox ‘sin such a condition that it is impos- 
sible to brand it as a flist-class article. 
, The new Inspection Act aims at providing 
: a remedy for thia state of things by tho ap- 
pointment of Inspectors, to whom every Ae 
age of butter exceeding fifty pounds in weight 
must be submitted betore it can be offered for 
sale, ‘The Inspector is bound to provide pro- 
per er nt for ten days if required, to in- 
spect oe the butter, and salt if neces- 
sary, and lave the casks properly headed up, 
for a fee of ten cents por cask. Tne lie 
spectors are to be appointed by the Governor 
in Council, after due examination as to fitness 

a Board of Trade or by « Board of Exami- 

ners specially appointed. 

The most important regulations contained 
in the Act are two ; first that all butter must 
be packed in firkins or kegs containing re.

The*Oswego Times has in a series of articles 
described the navigation and location of the 
principal shipping ports on Lake Ontario, 
The appended. is its sketch of Belleville 
Harbour, and though not as comprehensive

It most frequently happens 
that the price is three or four times what 
he expected or can afford, and an awkward 
dilemma is the result. © It generally ends 
in the parcel being opened, and goods ex- 
tracted unti! the amonnt- is reduced to 
Within the reach of the indiscreet customer's 
pocket. % 

This customer is the more Annoying, as 
the mode of dealing with him is so difficult. 
Tf it be attempted to discern the probable 
worth of the individual by his dress and 
Appearance, there is the utmost danger of 
confounding him with the unknown custo- 
mer, who is at once the horror and delight 
of shopkeepers. We will narrate’a fact we 
came acrogs to illustrate this, © 
_ A shabby old gentleman w: into a 
jeweller’s shop, aud asked to be allowed to 
look at some topazes. ‘Three or four were 
accordingly shown to him,and he quickly se: 
lected the best, which he said was hardly 
goodenough. ‘‘Ah, but you see these 
are expensive,” said the jeweller, rather 
patronizingly. ‘I can assure you the one 
you have chosen would answer any ordin- 
ary purpose.” 2 

The old gentleman looked around him 
in a dissatistied way, and presently caught 
sight of a large and beautifol stone in a 
corner of the jéweller’s gliss case. 

“Phat looks more like what I want,” 
said he; ‘let me look at that one, will 
you?” final 

"Tt will be very exponsive, sir; very, 
indeed—more, I dare sity, than you would 
like to give.

A gentleman 
of this class, on the simple introduction oc- 
casioned by the purchase of half a pound of 
figs, told the grocer’s assistant that che 
should have been in the grocery trade him- 
self if ho had stopped down in the country, 
where he was born; but that he always ha 
a fancy to cone to London ; soho ran away,
